Being in the neighbourhood of Old Kent Road the other day we 
called at No. 751 to look over Messrs. Cooper's premises, and 
were so delighted with what we saw that we think a short 
account of our visit will interest many of our readers, who must 
be conversant with their advertisement which appears regularly in 
our columns.

These 
purchases are made in very large quantities, and so can be bought t 
at the cheapest rate. " Small profits and quick returns " is evi- 
dently Messrs. Cooper's motto. A tour round the premises reveals r 
any number of greenhouses, forcing houses, propagators, stoves, 
boilers, garden lights, melon and cucumber frames, summer 
houses, poultry houses, coops, sitting boxes, pigeon houses, dog 
kennels, &c, both ready for sending away and in course of 
construction. 

Believing that the turnover at such a place must be both large 
and quick, we ventured to ask for a few figures, which we give for r 
the benefit of those interested.

During 1902 there were sent out, amongst 
other things, 9602 greenhouses, 16,798 garden lights, 1565 melon 
frames, and 3791 poultry houses. One house we entered was 
crammed with hundreds of boxes of glass of various sizes, and on t 
remarking as to the large quantity, were assured it was small, and 
that 3500 boxes were then at the Docks waiting delivery. \i 
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There are generally in stock some 500 greenhouses, &c., and 700 
poultry houses and appliances, so there is little or no delay in 
despatching orders. Mr. Cooper is a most energetic man indeed, 
and the life and soul of the whole business, and is well backed up 
by his manager Mr. G. Paul, to both of whom we are indebted for a 
very pleasant and a very instructive visit .—Poultry, Feb. 24th, 



Small Greenhouses. 

I am thinking of building a small greenhouse, say 5 by 7, and 
shall be glad of your advice in the matter. I enclose a rough 
sketch of the garden : which would be best — a span-roof in 
position 2, or a lean-to in position 1 ? Also say the height in the 
centre and at the sides, and if the roof should be brought level 
with the staging, or side lights between the staging and roof. I 
should be glad of any other hints. I do not propose to heat the 
house. — A., Hornsey. 

[So far as aspect goes it is immaterial which position you choose, as 
both would get about an equal amount of sun, unless the lean-to were 
so near the dwelling as to be shaded by it during the afternoon. This we 
cannot gather from your sketch, as the distances are not indicated. How- 
ever, we should prefer a span-roof at the end of the garden to a lean-to at 
the side. Are you proposing to build it yourself ? If so, it is doubtful 
whether you will act wisely, unless you are experienced in the work. You 
will probably find it cost more, and give you less satisfaction, than if you 
purchase one of the small structures advertised by Messrs. Cooper. 
These are cheap and serve their purpose admirably. They are easily put 
together with screws, and if resting on a row of loose bricks are tenant's 
right fixtures. A house 7 by 5 feet (we presume this is what you mean) 
might be 7 feet high to the ridge and 4 feet to the eaves, having the stage 
about a foot below these. It could be boarded to the eaves. If you 
could have it 2 feet longer and a foot wider, with the same height to the 
ridge and eaves, you would have a very nice and useful house. Of course 
it would not be of much use in winter unless heated.] — Garden Work, 
Feb. 14.

Two Hundred and Pifty Houses a Week represent an average number 
of the structures sent out in the busy season, and as many as hf ty aie "gently 
sent out in a day. This wonderful rate is not of course, maintained every week 
in the year; nevertheless, Messrs. Cooper claimed an annual output of 9,000 
houses, and in the coming season they estimate, from the rapid growth of their 
S that the number will considerably exceed 10,000. This the work of one 
firm alone, gives nn idea of the number of small tenant' /ixtures 'that w erected 
every year, and there can be no doubt whatever that the demand will con- 
tinue annually, as amateurs find out what a vas i amount o P f^ure may 
to derived from a small house, and at what a comparatively trifling cost 
one can be proved. To speak of a Greenhouse at £2 17s. 6d. a few years ago 
would perhaps have awakened a smile; but Messrs. Cooper supply a span -roof 
house 7ft. long, 5ft. wide, and 7ft. high, packed and placed on rail for that 
fig re; and there is a cheaper one still at £2 10s.

Growers for .profit 
wUI find this class of house very useful and economical. Conservatories of

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Horticultural Building:. 



Extract from The Illustrated Carpenter and Builder. 

u Who loves a garden loves a greenhouse too," wrote the pious 
and pleasant poet, William Cowper, and the widest induction — 
based at least on the experience of English humanity — irrefrag- 
ably proves the soundness of the bard's aphorism, o In our 
changeable and frequently severe climate some kind of protection 
for the more tender offsprings of Flora, and even Pomona, is an 
inevitable necessity. Hence, from the tiny Wardian case in the 
window of the artisan in the smoky city to the acres of glass 
which roof the conservatories of a feudal magnate of the provinces, 
the constructor of horticultural edifices finds his skill continually 
called into requisition. Doubtless, many of our readers who 
visited the Annual Building Exhibition at the Agricultural 
Hall, London, have been unavoidably struck by the extensive 
and beautiful display of buildings of this nature shown by 
Messrs. Cooper. 751, Old Kent Road, London, S.E. 

Amongst the useful specialities for the amateur horticulturist 
produced by Messrs. Cooper, our space will only permit us to 
allude to some which principally commended themselves to us. 

First of these was the Amateur's Span-roof Greenhouse, an 
excellently-designed and beautifully-made structure of various 
sizes. These greenhouses are made especially for amateurs at a 
cheap rate, so that everybody can have one that any handy man 
or gardener can put together in a few hours, as the framework is 
made so complete All the framework is of good, sound, well- 
seasoned red deal. " The bottom part filled in with good, sound 
matchboards, tongued, grooved, and beaded, and well seasoned. 
Ventilation given according to size of each house. The glass is 
good 16oz., and carefully packed (no charge for packing cases) 
The house is painted one coat of good oil colour ; lock for door, 
all necessary ironwork for ventilators, stages on each side for 
plants. All parts carefully marked before leaving works, securely 
packed, and put on rail, or delivered, erected, and glazed complete 
within twenty miles of London,Bridge. 

Next we would notice the Span-roof Villa Conservatory, made 
like the preceding, in various sizes. 

t This house is very suitable for the lawn of a villa residence, 
being well and substantially built and constructed of the best 
materials, as per illustration, or with diagonal panels, made of 
well-seasoned, tongued and grooved boards. The framework is 
all made of 2in. by 3in. good, sound, well- seasoned red deal, and 
£he roof is supplied with all necessary Ventilators, complete with 
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quadrants, cords, cleats, and pulleys for opening same, and by 
means of which they can be opened to extent desired. Ventilation 
given according to size. Lattice staging on each side, footpath, 
gutters, down-pipes, r.nd all necessary ironwork. Rim lock, with 
brass fittings. All woodwork painted two coats. 

Omitting any mention of the other horticultural buildings made 
by Messrs. Cooper, we will next notice the " Invincible . Hot 
Water Apparatus (tenant's fixture). Concerning this the manu- 
facturer remarks : 

" This is the simplest, cheapest, and most powerful hot-water 
apparatus made. The boiler stands in the greenhouse, the front 
only being outside and flush with the outer wall. It stands on 
the floor level, so that a sunk stokehole is not necessary. No 
brick setting is required ; a hole is simply made in the brick or 
boarded front of the greenhouse, and the boiler let in, thus 
forming a * tenant's fixture.' The boiler being in the house, the 
whole of the heat from boiler itself being utilised. This heat, in 
a No. 1 size, is about equal to that from a 9ft. 4in. hot water pipe. 
Being stoked from the outside no fumes can enter the house, and 
it is perfectly safe from risk of fire. The pipe terminates in 
an open feed syphon, which takes the place of supply cistern, and 
only requires filling about twice a week. The joints to the hot 
water pipes are made with elastic rings, so that the whole of the 
apparatus can be fixed by any handy person, a hot-water fitter 
not being required. The boiler is remarkably economical in fuel, 
and will burn more than twelve hours without attention, thus 
entirely dispensing with night stoking." 

Lastly, we would mention the "Amateur's Assistant," con- 
cerning which the manuf acturer remarks : — 

" Considering the number of small greenhouses that do not 
require much more than sufficient heat to keep out the frost, I 
am induced to place before the public an entirely new hot-water 
apparatus, which will answer the purpose required (burning either 
gas or oil), at a very low price, free on rail, and consisting of the 
following, viz. : No. L A boiler made of strong metal plates, on 
my well-known patent principle, and fitted with a suitable lamp 
if to burn oil, or with atmospheric burner if to burn gas ; 8ft. 2in. 
galvanised steel pipes (4ft. flow and 4ft. return), one feeder stand 
to receive the ends of the pipes, also for the purpose of filling ^ 
four india-rubber rings for joints to boiler and feeder.

The Old Kent Road owea a debt of gratitude to Mr. Albert Chevalier, 
who has given to it a notoriety peculiarly its own. But the popularity of 
this South London thoroughfare does not rest solely upon the refrain of 
the patter-singer; it has another claim to publicity, for the amateur 
horticulturist, at any rate, who is becoming to regard it as a familiar 
locality where greenhouse builders— particularly those of the size and 
style of house he affects — most do congregate.

A recent visit afforded an opportunity of inspecting the stock he 
has accumulated in anticipation of the season's trade, by this 
time, we believe, in progress. In one of the warehouses devoted to 
ready-made erections, were stacked the sides and ends of amateurs' 
houses of various sizes in lengthy rows, ready for dispatch immediately 
upon receipt of orders ; and an immense number of lights, ready glazed, 
and spick and span with fresh paint, were waiting consignment. The 
amount of material used in the construction of these appliances must be 
enormous indeed, and visits to the painting shop and stores but confirm 
this impression. An advantage possessed by Mr. Cooper is his proximity 
to the Surrey Commercial Docks, which renders transit to his timber 
yard an easy and economical matter. He has a large timber yard, well 
piled with wood in baulks, in which the material is stored as imported. 

There is quite a succession of light warehouses, where the various 
forms of rustic work, poultry appliances, wooden buildings, &c, are 
manufactured, each one having a department of its own ; others, again, 
being devoted to garden sundries, glass, heating apparatus, &c, which 
form no small item in this comprehensive concern. 

Space will not permit a detailed mention of other departments, 
for the horticultural provider has not overlooked minor details, such as, 
for instance, sawing mills, moulding machines, and a lofty shaft, of 
recent erection, which will rear its head aloft when other more fragile 
sky signs shall have ceased to exist. — Amateur Gardening, Deo. 24.

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Poultry-Keeping. 

In presenting to fanciers, breeders, and all interested in the 
successful rearing of poultry, our List of Houses, Runs, and 
Appliances, a few general remarks will not be out of place. 

Situation of the Poultry-Yard.— It is difficult to lay down 
any hard-and-fast rules as to the site for a poultry-yard, as 
this must depend on what land is available for the purpose. A 
south or south-west aspect is desirable; at any rate, the place 
should be sheltered from keen winds. Poultry thrive apace, 
and pick up a good proportion of their own food, where a grass 
run is available, and this can be readily enclosed with wire 
netting in order to prevent the birds from roaming. 

Houses, Runs, and Coops.— Whether kept for exhibition, 
for egg-production, or for the table, it is imperative that fowls be 
properly housed ; and the structure devoted to the purpose must 
be well ventilated without being draughty. Portable houses are 
strongly recommended by experts, especially where they can be 
kept in a dry field and moved from place to place where there 
are few or no trees, such as might entice the birds to roost in 
their branches. Some good types of houses and runs, and an 
assortment of coops of the most approved patterns, are shown 
in the following pages. - 

Varieties— Dorkings, Plymouth Rocks, Scotch Greys, bilmes, 
Brahmas, and Cochins are considered by Prof. James Long to be 
the best sitters and mothers. The best layers are Hamburghs, 
Minorcas, Leghorns, Andalusians, Plymouth Rocks, and Houdans; 
while Spanish, La Fleche, Crevecceurs, Minorcas, Andalusians, , 
Hoifdans, and Langshans produce the largest eggs. Among the 
hardiest fowls are Plymouth Rocks, Langshans, Brahmas, 
Indian Game, Andalusians, Scotch Greys, Cochins, and Houdans. 
For size and weight, Dorkings, Cochins, Brahmas, and Langshans 
are recommended, and the Indian Game and Dorking cross 
is acknowledged to produce the best quality table-fowl. 

Food and Feeding.— The morning meal should consist of 
grain, such as crushed oats, or barley meal and sharps, mixed 
to a tough or crumbly consistency with hot water. It 
must not be sloppy ; if it has been made too wet, dry it 
with pollard or bran. A second meal may be supplied at midday 
if thought desirable ; but it should be sparse, varied, and well 
scattered abroad, so that the birds may find occupation m 
searching for it. Where a large grass run is available, no midday 
meal is necessary. The third and last feed, consisting of sound 
corn, should be given before the fowls retire to roost. Food 
should not be given in such abundance that it is left lying about. 
The birds require more hand-food in winter than in summer ; and 
although they do not then lay so freely (taking a flock together) 
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yet the older pullets and the strongest of the young hens may 
generally be induced to lay with great regularity if fed from 
day to day with the object of encouraging them to do so. Table 
scraps and sheep s paunches are useful stimulating foods for 
winter. Fowls will not thrive unless provided with plenty of 
coarse grit or crushed oyster-shells to aid digestion (sand is 
useless lor this purpose), and they must have a dSst bath 

Prevention of Diseases.— The extreme importance of 
cleanliness cannot be too earnestly impressed upon all who keep 
birds. By means of the frequent use of our Disinfectas, which 
is cheap and clean, two bushels only costing 2s. 6d., many of the 
scourges of our poultry-yards may be kept at bay. In the case of 
disease manifesting itself, the patients should be promptly re- 
moved to a hospital (for whieh purpose a cheap lean-to house, 
such as that shown on page 110, ia well adapted), so that other 
healthy birds may not be infected. 

Hatching and Rearing Chickens.— Birds intended for 1 
early breeding should be selected in December. Some breeders 
make a point of hatching their chickens for exhibition purposes 
as early as 1st January. In any case, early hatching is as 
valuable to the breeder for the table and the egg-producer as to 
the fancier: it enables them to obtain the high prices which 
rule m the early months of the season, and to rear a much larger 
number of birds than they would otherwise be able to do. The 
strongest of the two-year-old hens should be mated with an early- 
bred cockerel of the year. Plenty of hard corn must be provided 
lor them, and a swede or mangold to peck at is desirable. The 
number of eggs given to a broody hen must be regulated by her 
size. She should be removed from the other fowls, and her nest 
made of straw upon the ground, in a properly-constructed nest- 
box (see p. 137), if it is prepared in any other position, it should 
have a freshly-cut turf at the bottom. Feed the hen once a day 
with barley or barley-meal ; give also clean water and a few blades 
of grass. Hatching commences on the evening of the twenty-first 
day. When, a few hours after hatching, the chicks are removed 
to a coop (seep. 139) give them finely-chopped egg (shell included) 
and skimmed milk. As they grow, this food may be varied con- 
siderably and may include new milk, rice boiled in skim milk, 
boiled and chopped macaroni, and a little cooked meat, adding 
gradually to the dietary boiled and raw groats, broken wheat, and 
buckwheat. Barley-meal and ground oats, stiffly mixed, form a 
staple food throughout the bird's career. When the chicks are old 
enough to leave the hen, they should be provided with a suitable 
lodging such as my Portable Chicken Coop and Run (see pp. 142 
and 145). With suitable houses, well-bred birds, energy, and 
scrupulous cleanliness, poultry-keeping is not only a pleasin* 
occupation, but also a source of considerable profit.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR FIXING THE AMATEUR'S ASSISTANT 
AND "RELIABLE" BOILER AND PIPES. 

First, place the Boiler in the position it is intended to occupy ; then connect the 
water pipes to it by placing one of the indiarubber rings on the extreme end of each 
pipe, and forcing them into the sockets as far as they will go. The pipes are then 
to be connected to the elbows or feeder, as the case may be, in the same way, and 
i he rings must be jammed or caulked in evenly all round the pipes. Then till the 
apparatus with water through the Feeder at the end of the pipes, and when the 
water in the feeder is just above the level of the top pipe, light the lamp, keeping 
it low at first to allow the foul air and fumes to escape and create draught. 
Then you can turn the light up as high as may be required, without smoking. 
When the water in the pipes is hot enough, turn down the light, and by a little 
practice you will very soon know how to regulate the heat. 

Do not under any circumstances allow the lamp to smoke, or you will fill the 
dome and conducting tubes full of soot, and the Boiler will not act. The lamp 
should be trimmed and re-filled about once in ten or twenty hours, as the case may 
be, and about once in a season the Boiler should be cleaned out.

Mushrooms may be grown in a warm cellar 
or shed in winter, or in the open air in summer. 
Take partially dry, fresh horse manure and lay 
it in a heap to ferment, turn and mix it well 
every few days, and when well and equally 
fermented, which will be in from ten to fifteen 
days, it may be made into a bed four feet wide, 
and about two feet deep, mixing it well 
together and beating or treading it firmly. As 
Boon as the temperature of the bod falls from 
75 to 50 deg. the spawn may be inserted in 
pieces about the size of a walnut, about 2in. deep, and Gin. apart. Cover 
with loamy soil about 2in. deep, and beat it down evenly and firmly, 
placing a Garden Mat over the bed.
